but there was a limit. Make them uncomfortable, 
enough, was the prophecy, and they^will,be Jn 
the mood to say. "Never again!" 


Well, they made them uncomfortable enough a 


few years ago—before the very short skirts came 
in. Skirts were made so tight that a woman wear- 
ing one could scarcely walk, and as for a step— 
she bad to jump that, "with both feet." The name 
"hobble skirt" became a term of derision. The 
thing Itself became a profound, an amazing spec- 
tacle. Since they wouldn't go over the shoulders 
the victims had to step Into them—as a man. 
might step into one leg of his trousers. 


And now they have como back. 
Take warning. Never prophesy about the 


fashions. 


When Fashion geta Its stride It Is just as likely 


as not to decide that it won't have any stride. 


The ultra fashionable girl of today will never 


get Into her stride until she. gets out of her skirt. 


The long choke-bored skirt that is now In evi- 


dence will not permit a woman to take more ttian' 
one-half of the step that Nature intended. TBe 
normal stride for a man Is from.27 to 31 inches, V 
all dapending upon his conformation. For women 
the 'normal is eight inches less. Now, with a 


skirt that only permits one heel to b« 
deposited ten Inches In front of the 
other, what chance has the athletic girt 
got to be happy? 


There is but one form of costume 


knowa to the world that Is In the samo 
class for absolute obstruction of move- 
ment 
That one Is the Japanese court 


dress, so designed that the long folds 
fall far below the feet and the wearer, 
walking on her own dress, has the ap- 
pearance of approaching the court on her 
knees. 


In the old days of Chins, It Is tru*. 


the binding of the feet g«cve to women 
the same restricted hobble, but that was 
due to the compression of the feet and 
not to the construction of the garments. 
With the coming of women Into politics, 
war and athletics, and the new freedom 
of the sex, the new skirt Is exciting a lot 
of comment. The girl who had been 
wearing something so much like the male 
uniform that one has to look at the curls 


<-^ under the cap to tell which Is which is 


going to have a tough time trying to cut 
down her martial step to carry the ball . 
and chain of fashion. And the advocates 
of physical culture, artists, lovers of the 


beautiful, do not by any means look upon the de- 
parture with favor. 


Their viewpoint, however, will cut little figure 


;r|f the women want to be hobbled, unless the rec- 


ord of centuries- reverses 
Itself. 
There never 


was a gown designed, however Inartistic, that 
didn't find a certain number of devotees. 


The new skirt has at least these Interesting 


points: It attracts attention, and It excites mas- 
culine curiosity as to what the sex will be wear- 
Ing next. 


The serious objection to it is the fact thatt it 


Is absolutely dangerous to attempt to navigate In 
It during a. rush hour; that It is a time loser, and 
an Inadequate garment for any woman who ex- 
pects to climb stairs, street cars, buses or taxis. 


The trim, short skirt which has found favor 


the past season came in for considerable criticism 
when It was first worn. .There were those who 
objected In no mild way to the "scandalous ex- 
pose." However, trim ankles and a bit of hosiery 
showing below the skirt's hem are Quaker cos-, 
tumes. compared .with the appalling creations of 
today.

jrmrag women to" refrain' from adopting the . new 
style of dress. In part she said: 


"Women have been fighting for many years to 


be given equality with men. We have made a 
splendid showing and have earned the recognl-. 
tlon of men and nations. The work we accom- 
plished In the Industrial and war relief work dur- 
ing the great war gave us our place In the sun. 
The American woman on account of her splendid 
physical ability and great good health was able 
to do. and did do, a man's work In factory, office 
and shop. Her condition was built up by years oC 
sane athletics, by sensible clothes, by directed ef- 
fort along the best rules for health. The fine 
swinging stride of the American woman has given 
her her wonderful vitality. Is it pOBslblo that the 
American woman will forget for one moment how 
she has earned the title of the best physical type 
of woman and hobblo herself In clothes that will 
not permit her to walk? 
v>-.~ "The style is a monstrosity, but I am not here1 
to discuss modes. I am here to impress upon you 
young women the great need of keeping up your 
fine record of physical perfection which has been 
obtained through your physical culture work in 
the gymnasium. 


"One of the young women called my attention 


to some new gowns that she had just' received 
from New York and enthusiastically exclaimed 
over the width of the bottom hem. It measured 
a scant 18'inches. 


"When I commented on its grotesqueness and 


asked how she possibly expected to be able to 
walk In It, she naively remarked: 


"It's the style, so I'll have to learn.". 
The instructor wound up her remarks by-beg- 


ging the girls not to wear the hobbled skirt or, 
revert to the silly styles of past ages.

fashion loses all sense of proportion. She Is spoil- 
ing her beautiful body by destroying Us fine lines.) 
She does not consider that she is dressing to 
please the man who cares nothing at all about:

ing to note that fashion experts are loud in thpir 
praise of the graceful, new silhouette; that the 
manufacturers of hosiery are -sending out glorified 
stockings to wear with this new mode; that the-,' 
satin pump to match the gown is the favored'' 
shoe and that the heels are quite the highest ,WT 
"haro seenjn reany^ 
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Although mere fractions ot time 


such as minutes 
seldom 
are 
ol 


enough value with us in the North 
to wasto ink • in recording them. 
I 


have set -down in my diary that it 
was 1:45 in the afternoon of April 21 
when he finally made our lonjj-plan- 
ned start from our winter base on 
Langton Bay at Cape Perry to pen- 
etrate to Coronation Gulf. 


At last ive were fairly started for 


the unknown, but no one except my- 
self was very enthusiastic over the 
enterprise. 
The reluctance of 
my 


people was due in part only (and in 
less par:) to their fear of finding- 
the unknown country Ljameless. They 
feared to iind it inhabited by a bar- 
barous And 
bloodthirsty race 
of 


which the Baillie 
Islands 
Ksklmo 


had been telling us grotesque tales. 
These dreaded people were the Mag- 
yuktogrniut, "the people of the cari- 
bou antler." who lived far to the 
ca-st, and who used to come in semi- 
hostile contact with their ancestors 
loiifr ago. 


"These people hear the name of 
the caribou antli-r," they had told 
us, "because of a peculiar custom. 
When a woman becomes of mar- 
riageable age she is made to take her 
place in an open space and the men 
who want wives form around her in 
a circle, each armed with the antler 
of a large bull caribou. 
The word 


is given, and they all rush at her, 
each trying to hook her toward him 
with the antler. 
Often the woman 


is killed in the scrimmage. 
If one 


succeeds in getting- her 
alive, 
he 


takes her for a wife. 
As strength 
and skill are the main rtquirements 
for success, some of the Nag-yuktog-- 
iniut have a great many wives, while 
most of thorn have none. 
Because 


so many women are killed in this 
way. there arc twice as many men 
as women among them. 
Wo know- 


many stories, of which this is-one, to 
show what queer people these East- 
erners arc. They also kill all strang- 
ers." 
That was the way all stories 


of the Easterners ended. Liike Cato's 
delenda est Carthago, "they kill alt 
strangers" were the unvarying- words 
that finished every discussion of the 
Xagyuktogmiut by the Baillie Is- 
landers. 


No matter how fabulous a story 


sounds, there is usually a basis 
of 


facts. 
When we at last got to these 
Easterners we found that tho kernel 
of truth consisted in the fewness of 
women as compared with men, but 
this had nothing to do with caribou 
antlers. It was because they prac- 
tice the Spartan custom of expos- 
ing newborn children, and especially 
female children, with the result that 
women among them are much fewer 
than men. 
SAIJjIXG CivOSK TO TliJi WIND. 


U'hen we niade our start for tho 


i.'usl we were in many respects poor- 
ly equipped for spending a year away 
from any possible source of supplies 
other than those which the Arctic 
lands themselves can furnish. 1 had 
counted on having good dogs, 
but 


now the good dogs were dead. I had 
counted on Dr. Anderson's company, 
but nefi'ssity (chiefly the lack of am- 


- munition) had dictated that he go 


west for supplies, and that I depend 
on lilskimo companions alone. 
I 


had counted on a silk tiflit and other 
light equipment for summer use, and 
unly the lightest and most powerful 
riilcs and high power ammunition, 
b>it during one of our winter periods 
n( food shortage I had been com- 
pelled to abandon many <>C theso 
things. 
M-. 
Instead of the ten pound silk tent, 


I had to take a lorty-pound canvas 
one, old and full of holes. 
1 
had 


only two hundred 
rounds for 
my 


Mannlicher-Schocnaui-.r ti.f> nun, rifle, 
and had to piece out. with heavier 
and 
less 
powerful 
black-powder 


rifles and ammunition. In all we 
had four rilles, of three different cali- 
bers, and a total of nine hundred and 
sixty rounds o£ three kinds of am- 
munition, when the right thing ob- 
viously is to have but one kind ot 
rillo and ammunition. 
Had one of 


our rifles broken we should havo 
had to throw away the ammunition 
suited to that gun. 
Therefore, my three Ksklmo felt 


and expressed, and I. felt but tried to 
refrain from expressing it, that we 
had embarked on a serious venture. 


LIVING ON TIIK COUNTRY. 


We started with about two weeks' 


provisions. 
These were neither hero 


nor there as provisions for a year's 
exploration. 
Wo would haev been 


unite as well off had wo started with 
only two days' supplies. 
From the 


very out.srt, it was incumbent on us 
to provide each day fnod for that 
day from the animals of the region, 
lii carrying out such a program for 
a party of four each had to do his 
share. 
ily main relirmce wore the 


Alaskan man Nalkusialt. and 
t5»c 


woman Pannijrabluk. 
Tlie Macken- 


zie river boy Tannaumirk. a boy in 
character though perhaps 
twenty- 


five in years. w:us a cheerful 
and 


companionable sort of fellow, 
but 


without initiative and (like many of 


hia countrymen nowadays) 
not in 


the best vf health. 


Our general plan was 
that 
the 


three Eskimo took care ot the sled, 
one, usually the 
woman, 
walking 


ahead to pick out a 'trail/ throiifrri 
the rough sea ice. and the other two 
steadying the slod from upsetting- too 
often, and pulling1 in harness at the 
same time to help the dogs. If they 
saw a seal or a bear, one of them 
would go after him while the other 
two waited at the sled, cooked a 
lunch i£ it was near 
midday, 
or 


made camp if night was approach- 
ing. 
If by camp time no game had 


been seen, the woman Pannigabluk 
would stay-by the camp 
to 
cook 


supper, while the two men went off 
in different directions to hunt. 


That the two should go in different 


directions doubled the chances of 
seeing game, but at times it caused 
waste of ammunition in killing more 
ineat than needed. 
The very first 


time, for instance, Natkusiak killed 
two seven or eight-hundred pound 
bearded seals in one shot, and Tan- 
nauniirk a biff, fat grizzly bear in 
four shots—meat enough for sev- 
eral weeks if we had stayed there 
.Eskimo fashion to eat it up. 
Trav- 


eling- as we-were, 
heavily 
loaded 


through rough ice, we could not take 
along more than a hundred pounds 
of meat. 


MJETHOJ) OF HUNTING FOOD. 
Although the Eskimo 
frequently 


killed an animal if they happened on 
one along the line of march, their 
chief business was getting the sled 
load as many milea ahead as con- 
venient during the day, which sel- 
dom was over lifteen miles 
in 
a , 


working day averaging- perhaps eight 
hours. 
We were in no hurry, for 


we had no particular distance to go 
and no reason to hasten back, but 
expected to spend the summer wher- 
.ever it overlook us, and the winter 
similarly in'its turn. 


1 took upon myself' the main bur- 


den of the food providing. I used to 
strike Inland about live miles in the 
morning before the Kskimo broke 
camp, goiug rapidly eastward along1 
the coast. 
With my snow shoes 
1 


made rapid progress compared with 
that of the sled along the'coast, un- 
less I happened on caribou- 


They wore scarce, and 1 had se- 


cured none when we were stopped 
by a blizzard five days out. 
The- Ks- 


kimo, who had "known" all along 
that we were going into a gamoless 
country, felt suro, then, that 
we 


should turn back before the road got 
too long for return and we got too 
weak 
from 
hunger—all this over 


huge troughs of boiled meat and 
raw blubber of seals killed two days 
before, on which we were gorging 
ourselves, for much eating always 
was our chief pastime when delayed 
by blizzards that the dogs refused to 
face. 
As a matter of fact, what my Ks- 


kimo really dreaded was not so much 
hunger, as the possibility of success 
in the quest of the dreaded "Xagyuk- 
togmiut" who .hook wives to them 
With the antlers ot bull caribou. 


CARIBOU IX IJMZaAUD. 


Generally it is only in times ot 


extreme need that one hunts caribou 
in a blizzard—not that nine-tenths 
of the Arctic blizzards need hold a 
healthy man indoors, but merely be- 
cause "the drifting snow diminishes 
many times your chance of finding 
game. 
If you do find caribou, however, 


the stronger the gale the better your 
chance of close approach, for though 
these animals are doubly watchful 
in foggy weather, they seem to relax 
in a blizzard. 
I felt that 1 must kill some for the 


moral effect it would have on my 
parly; for if there was abundant food 
they would have, to fall back on their 
fear of the Nagyuktogmiut, and this 
they were a bit ashamed of doing, 
even among themselves. 
So I went 


out and after a short hunt found a 
band of seven cows and young bulls 
about five miles inland. I came upon 
them quite without cover, but saw 
them through the. drifting snow be- 
fore they saw mo. The human eye 
is a groat doal keener than that of 
the wolf, caribou or any other ani- 
mal with which \ have had experi- 
ence. I shot three, though we could 
not possibly use more than one. be- 
cause 1 knew that the effect on my 
Eskimo would be invaluable to me. 
Had 1 killed only one. they would 
have believed that it was simply be- 


. cause I could not find more. 


KlIjLING AYIliI) ANIMAr/s. 


This was the only time in a period 


of fourteen months' r-ontinuous "liv- 
ing on the country" th;it I shot more 
animals tha.n 1 thought we should 
noc-d, although I often had to shoot 
a. .single large anirmil. such a.s a polar 
bea.r or -A bearded seal, when T know 
that we could not haul with us more 
than a small part of its meat. 


With me the matter of big game 


hunting is another case of ".swords 
sticking to hands that sock the plow." 
1 am afraid 1 am not a true sports- 
man. It is impossible for me to get 
enjoyment out of killing animals: 
and if I did, I should got a job in 
the Chicago stock-yards rather than 
to follow poor frightened wild things 
around with a rifle. 


It is mere nonsense to talk of wild 


animals (on the 
North American 


Continent at least) having a chance 
for their lives against the hunter. Xo 
matter how well provided by nature 
with claws ;rnd teeth and stout mus- 


To the left is Natkusiak, Stefansson's one_Esl(imo companion,, after hiking into a blizzard. His eyebrows and mustaches arc Ice-coaled. Eskimo is

TRY TO AVOID A D V KNTURKS. 
"Wo proceeded eastward along the 


deserted coast without adventure. 
"Blessed is that country whose history 
is unfnteresling" applies taArctic ex- 
peditions as well. Having an adven- 
ture is a sign that -something unex- 
pected, something unprovided against, 
has happened; it shows that some one 
is incompetents that something has 
gone wrong. 
For that reason we 


pride ourselves on the fewness of our 
adventures. Tor the same reason we 
in facl 
t t 
anvthing unless 
are a bit ashamed of the few we did ' - 
H 


traveling or how fast he would go. 
I had, as soon as I began to suspect 
the yellow spot might be a bear, 
taken careful note of the topography 
behind me xvith relation to the spot's 
position nn (he rough sea ice, for it 
is as difficult to keep a straight line 
toward an invisible object among the 
ice cakes and pressure ridges as it is 
in a forest. 
The mountains behind, 


however, could always bo Keen, and 
by their configuration I tried to guide 
myself 
straight toward 
the bear. 


Every three or four hundred yards I 
climbed a high pressure ridge and 
looked around with the glasses, but 
nothing was to be seen. 
1 did not! 


have. 
An advonturo. 
is Interesting 


enough in retrospect; especially to 
the person who didn't have it; at the 
time it happens it usually consti- 
tutes an exceedingly disagreeable cx- 
perienco. On 
May 2. near Point 


Deaso Thompson, through incompe- 
tence of my own. I came near having 
a. serious ono: that I did,not actually 
have it was due to the incompetence 
of a polar beaY. 
After 
completely 


outmanouvering mo at tho start, he 
allowed a fondness for grandstand 
Play to lose him the game at tho 
critical moment. 


I was hunting caribou eastward 


along tho Koa-front of the Melville 
mountains that lie parallel to • tho 
coast a few miles inland. 
The sled 


and the Kskimo wore traveling more 
slowly along the coast and wore sev- 
eral miles behind. 
I had seen no 


caribou all day nor the day before, 
and our meat was low; therefore, I 
stoppod at STic top of a very com- 
manding hi!l to sweep the country 
with my binoculars. 
The land showed nothing hut a 


white wolf or arctic fox now . and 
then. Ptarmigan they were, but they 
are too small game for a party of 
four that is going to go a year or nine 
hundred and sixty rounds of ammuni- 
tion. 
The foxes, too, were beneath 


our notice, though their moat is ex- 
cellent; but a wolf that came within 
two hundred yards seldom got by mp. 
for a fat 
ono weighs 
a hundred 


pounds, and all of us preferred them 
at this season to caribou, oxc.opt I'an- 
nigabluk, who would not taste the 
moat because it is taboo to her pco- 
jile. 


A yp;M,O\V SPOT ON THK ICK. 
This day the/ wolves did not come 


•nnar. and the first hopeful thing I 
saw was a yellow spot on tho soa ice 
about three miles off. After watch- 
ing it for five minutes or so I was 
still unable to determine wlu-ther or 
not tho spot was yollow ice or some- 
thing else than ice. Now and then I 
looked elsewhere, for ;i. caribou or 
grizzly may at any time come out 
from behind a hill, a polar bear from 
behind a cako of ice. or a seal out of 
bis hole. After swooping the entire 
circle of the horizon pe.rhnps for the 
sixth time [ noted that the yellow 
spot had disappeared—if was, there- 
fore, a polar boar that had been lying 
down. After sleeping too long in one 
position ho. had stood up and lain 
down again behind an ice cake. 


A moment after noting this, I was 


running as hard as [ could in the di- 
rection of the boar, for there was 
no telling how .won ho would start 


the bear had commenced 
traveling, 


in which ease ho would perhaps ox- 
pose himself by crossing a high ridge. 


When 1 got to tho neighborhood of 


the animal! according to my calcula- 
tions, J climbed an especially high 
ridge and spent a longer time than 
usual swooping the surroundings with 
the glasses and studying individual 
ice calu-s and ridges, with the hope 
of recognizing some of those 1 had 
soon from the mountains to be in 
the neighborhood of my bear; but 
everything looked different on near 
approach, and I fa.ilod to locate my- 
self to my own satisfaction. 


My rifle was buckled in its case 


slung across my back, and 1 was cau- 
tiously clambering down the far side 
of a pressure ridge, when I heard be- 
hind mo a noise like the .spitting of a 
cat or the hiss of a goose. I lookod 
back and saw, about 
twenty 
feel 


away and almost above me, a Polar 
bear. 


THE POLAR BKAR'S KRROR, 
Had ho come the remaining twenty 


foot as riuietly and quickly as a bear 
can, the literary value of tho incident 
would have been lost forever; for, as 
the Greek fable points out, a lion 
does not write a book. From his eyo 
and attitude, as well as tho story hin 
trail told afterward, there was no 
doubting- his intentions: 
the hiss 


was merely his way of saying. Watch 
me do it!' Or at least that is how I 
interpreted it; possibly the motive 
was chivalry, and the hiss was his 
w;iy of saying Garde! Whichever it 
was, it was the fatal mistake of a 
game played well to that point; for 
no animal on earth can afford to give 
warning to a man with a rifle. And 
why should he,? Has a huntor ever 
Played fair with ono of thorn? 


Afterward the snow told plainly 


the short—and for ono of tho partici- 
pants, tragic—-story. I had under- 
estimated the boar's distance from 
shore, and had passed tho spot, whore 
he lay, going a hundred yards or two 
to windward; on scouting me he had 
come up the wind to my trail, and 
had followed it, walking about ton 
paoos to leeward of it, apparently fol- 
lowing my tracks by smolling them 
from a distance. I had not .seen his 
approach because it had not occurred 
to me to look back ovor 
my own 


trail; I was so used to hunting- bears 
that tho possibility of one of them 
assuming my rnlr am! hunting me 
had been left out of consideration. A 
guud huntor. liko a good detective, 
should leave nothing out of consider- 
ation. 


On May 9, nineteen days out from 


Langton bay, we came upon .signs 
that made our hearts beat faster. 
It 


was at Point Wise, where the open 
.sea begins to narrow into Dolphin 
and Union straits, which are between 
the mainland and tho mountainous 
shores 
of Victoria Island. 
The 


beach was 
strewn with 
pieces of 


drift-wood, and on one we 
found 


marks of recont choppings with a 
dull adzo. A .search of the beach for 
half a mile each way revealed numer- 
ous similar choppings. Evidently the 
men who had made them had been 
testing the pieces of wood to soe if 
they were sound enough for .sleds or 
other things they wished to make. 


The night after this discovery we 


did not sleep 
much. The Eskimo 


were more excited than 1 was. ap- 
parently, and far into tho morning 
they talked and speculated on tho 
moaning of the signs. Had we como 
upon traces of tho 
Nagyutokmiut 


"who kill 
all .strangers"? 
.Fortu- 


nately enough, my long-entertained 
f>-ar that traces 
of people would 
cause a panic in my parly was not 
realixed. 
In spllo ol! all thoir talk, 


and In spilo of the fact that they 
wore -seriously afraid, the curiosity as 
to what, these strange people would 
prove to be like—in fine, the spirit 
nf adventure, which .seldom crops out 
in an Kskimo—wa.s far stronger titan 
their fears. 
We wore thorul'orR up 


early the next morning, and soon out 
on the road. 


ON THK TRAIL 


All that day wo found airing the 


boac-li comparatively fresh traces of 
pr-oplo, chiefly .shavings and 
chips. 


None wore nf tho present 
winter, 


though some seemed to be of the 
previous .summer: hut next morning, 
just east of Point Young, wo found 
human footprints 
in the 
crusted 


snow nncl slod tracks that wen; not 
over three mnmlis old. That day at 
Oupc Hexley we came upon a. de- 
serted village nf over 
fifty 
Know- 


houses. 
Their inhabitants had ap- 


parently left Uioni about midwinter, 
and it wny now the llllh of .May, 


Tho size of tho de.scrt.od 
village 


took our breath away. Tannaumirk, 
tho young man from the Mackenzie 
river, hud never soon an inhabited 
village among his people of more 
than twelve or fifteen houses. All his 
old fears of tho .N'agyuktngmiut now 
came to the .surface afresh. 
All the 


stories of thr-ir peculiar ways ajul 
atrocious 
deod.s won; rotold 
that 


evening for our common benefit. 


A broad but. throe months' unlrav- 


ek'd trail led north from this village, 
silo, across the ice toward Victoria 
island. 
1 had intended to continue 


oast along the mainland into Corona- 
tion Gulf, hut decided to make an at- 
tempt to find tho pooplo of the de- 
serted village. Wo would loavr: most 
of our gear on shore, with Pannigii- 
bluk to take care of it, while; the 
two men and myself took the trail 
across tho ico. 


This wa.s according to Eskimo rti- 


queue, 
nn approach to the country 


of strange or distrusted people, non- 
corn hatants are. li-ft behind, and only 
the able, men of the party advance to 
a cautious parley. 
Tho -Mackenzie 


river man, Tannaurnirk, wa.s fright- 
ened enough to Id bis pride go by

afraid to lie loft alone on shore, she 
did not. show it. She'' merely said that 
she might. ";ot lone.sonio if we were 
gone more t h a n throe or four days. 
Wo lo.ft her i.'lioerfiilly ongagod in the 
mending of our worn footgear, and 
at L':.'iO p. in.. May 1-, wo took the 
old but nevertheless plain trail north- 
ward into the rough aoa icn.

It. wa.s only near shore that the ico 


was rough, and with our light, sled we 
made 
good 
progress. 
Wo 
made, 


about six miles per hour, and Inside 
of two hours wo arrived at another 
deserted

on tho trail not of a traveling party 
but of a migratory community. 


A.s wo understood dimly then, and 


know i.leiinitely now, each village on

The village of a P'eople who hunt 
seal in lovl "bay" ico mu.st. not he 
on shore, for it is 'not convenient 
for a htintor to go more than five 
miles at 1ho most from camp In look 
for 
tho soal-bolos, 
and 
naturally 


there are no seal-holo.s on land. Tho 
inhabitants of a sea village can hunt 
through 
an 
entire 
circle 
whose 


radius is about five inilo.s; the in- 
habitants of a. shore village can hunt 
through only half a circle of the 
same radius, for the other halt of 
the I'lrole will bo on land. 


When frost overtakes .seals in the 


fall, oaeh, wherever Ire happens to 
bo, gna.ws several holes in the thin 
ice and rises to these whenever he 
neods 
to 
breathe. 
A.s the 
ice 


thickens ho keeps them open by 
continuous gnawing, and for that 
winter 
he is a 
prisoner in 
their 


neighborhood 
booau.se if 
lie ever 


went, 
a, considerable

die from .suffocation. 


liy the aid of tbclr dogs the !•>- 


kinio find tin-Mr breathing holes of 
tho .seals underneath tho snow that 
hides them, and spear iho animals 
as they rise for air. 
In a month or 


so the 
liimtf-rs of n single, village 


will havo killed all Hie seals within 
a radius of about five miles: they 
must then move camp about 
ton 


miles, so that 
a 
five-mile 
circle 


aroiim] the.ir next camp .shall be 
tangent to the five-mile circle about 
their last one. 


If 
the circles overlapped 
there 


would bo that, much waste territory 
within tho new circle of activities. 
If. thon. you are following such a 
trail and come to a. village about 
four months old, you will oxpoct to 
find the people who made it. not 
more tbun forty 'inile.s off. 


In the pros-en I case our la.sk was 


simplified by the fa'-t t h a t the gtoup 


. we wore following had not moved 


straight ahead north, but hade inad'e 
their fourth camp west of the sec- 
ond. 
Standing- on' the roofs of th« 


houses of the second camp, we could 
sec three seal-hunters a few miles 
to tho west, each sitting on his block 
of snow by a seal-hole waiting for 
tht- animal to rise.

The seal-hunters and their camp 


were up the wind, and our dogs 
scented them. 
As we bore swiftly 


down upon the nearest of the sealers 
the dogs showed 
enthusiasm 
and 


anticipation 
as 
keen . as 
mine— 


keener by a great deal than did my 
Ksklmo. Since the hunter was sep- 
arated from his fellow huntsmen by 
a full half mile, I thought he would 
probably be frightened if all of us 
were to rush up to him at the top 
spued of our dogs.

This .seemed likely, so I told him to 
go ahead. Tire sealer sat motionless 
as Tannaumirk approached him. . I 
watched him 
through 
rny glasses 


and 
saw 
that he 'held . his 
face 


steadily a.s if watching the seal-hole, 
but that he raised his eyes every 
second or two to the strange figure 
of tho man approaching-. 
He was 


evidently tensely ready for action. 


Tamuiumirk by now was thor- 


oughly over his fears, and would 
have walked right up to the sealer, 
but when no more than five paces 
or so intervened between them, the 
sealer suddenly jumped up, grasp- 
ing a long knife that had lain on 
the snow beside him, and poising 
himself as if to receive an attack or 
to be ready to leap forward sud- 
denly. 
This scared our man, who 


stopped 
abruptly and 
began 
ex- 


citedly and- volubly to assure the 
sealer that he and all of us were 
friendly and harmless, men of ex- 
cellent character and intentions. 


MISTAKEN KOU SPIRITS 


1 wa.s. of course, too far away to 


r hear, but Tannaumirk told me aft- 


erward that on the instant of jump- 
ing up the .sealer began a oionoto- 
nous noise which is not a chant nor 
is it words—it is merely an effort to 
ward off dumbness, .for if a man 
who is in the presence of a spirit 
does not make at lea.st one sound 
each lime ho draws his breath, he 
will be .stricken permanently dumb. 
This belief i.s common to both the 
Alaska and Coronation Gulf Eskimo. 


For several minutes Tannaumirk 


talked excitedly, and the sealer kppt 
up tho moaning noise, quite unable 
to realize, apparently, that he was 
being spoken to in human speech. 
H did not occur to him for a long 
time, he told us afterward, that we 
might 
be something other 
than 
spirits, for our dogs and dop har- 
ness, our .sleds and clothes, were 
such as he had never seen in all 
his wanderings. 
licsides, we had 


not, on approaching, used the peace 
sign of his people, which is holding 
the hands out to show that on,e does 
not carry a knife. 


The man finally began to listen 


and then to answer. 
The dialects 


proved to differ about as much as 
Norwegian does from .Swedish, or 
Spanish 
from 
Portuguese. 
After 


Tannaumirk had made him under- 
stand that wo \vere of good intent 
and character, and had .showed by 
lifting his own coat that he had no 
knife, the sealer approached 
him 


cautiously and fell of him, partly 
(a.s ho told us !a.ter)» to assure him- 
self that ho was not a spirit, a.nd 
partly to see if there were not a 
knife hidden somewhere under his 
clothes. 


After a earefill examination and 


some further parley, ho told Tan- 
naumirk to toll us that they two 
woidd proceed home to the village, 
and Xatkusiak i.nd I might follow 
as Car behind a.s we were now: when 
they got to tho village we were to

visitors with friendly intentions. 


THK ARCTIC'S KIXlHjY FOLK 
As we proceeded toward the vil- 


lage 
other seal-hunters 
gradually 


converged toward us from all over 
the neighboring four or five square" 
miles of Ice and joined Tannaumirk 
and 
hi.s companion, who walked 


about two hundred yards ahead. As 
each of tbeso was armed with a long 
knife and a. seal-spear, it may bo 
imagined t h a t the never very brave 
Tannaumirk was prelty thoroughly 
frightened. 
He owned up freely 


that night and the few days next 
following, but he hud forgotten the

year when we returned to his own 
people 
in

And here is the story of Adam Worth. 


"LHtlc Adam." Not a line of it if '.'"-- 
tion; I wish it were, for then I might 
rank my fancying with that of Uatiti-:r. 
Fillet, Doyle, Kippling. 


Worth was the most versatile, dang-:-r- 


ous, romantic, remarkable professional 
criminal the -world has ever know. 
He 


had the one facnlly which made ilni 
trapscendant 
above all others of his 


calling—imagination. 
In a life of crime 


covering just fifty years he stole ?r.,00fl.- 
000. He cruised the Mediterranean ana 
the oceans of the orient in a private 
yacht with a crew of twenty and a 
crook band of a dozen, looting as he 
landed, escaping always with his booty. 
Only once was he caught, and then 
through the stupid blunder of a confed- 
erate and after he had slipped into 
declension. 


He ruled the shrewdest criminals: of 


all continents, led them, planned for 
them, stood by them; no hero evi e moie 
steadfastly "went through" for a pal 
than did Little Adam, and 
thereby 


hangs the most famous of a'l his deeds, 
the immortal Gainsborough .job, wm.-ii 
centered about the masterpietv which 
he stole from its frame in I.-omlon «ml 
which bear? to<lr»y the marks* of the 
two masters who touched it—Gains- 
Borough and Worth. 
The motive for 


that deed was and is unique in the 
crime stories of all agen. 


"Worth had another redeeming cjuality 


—he loved his family passionately. 
II ix 


wife never knew that he was dishonest. 
His children and their children live 
In America today without the faintest 
suspicion that they are the.descendants 
of this classic outlaw, who in his time 
operated In the United States, Bng- 
!and, Prance. Belgium, Italy, 
Turkey, 


South Africa, Australia and other coun- 
tries, and who coined his millions at 
check and bond forging, counterfeiting, 
swindling. larceny of every color, safe- 
cracking, diamond robbery, mail rob- 
bery, burglary of every degree, high- 
way banditry and bank looting. 


He died to the world a mystery. One 


or 
two Scotland Yard officials, 
the 


Pinkertons. and one New York police 
fcead alone knew the story of his life. 
Only the Ptnkertons knew all of it, for 
it was to Bill and Bob that ln> spoke 
freely and comprehensively for the first 
time in his life, and that when the piti- 
ful old arch thief was dying. 


Adam Worth, alias Harry Raymond, 


was born in 1844 near Cambridge, Mass., 
of Jewish parents, Germ-in emigrants. 
He started stealing at the age of 6 
and was a notoriuos "bounty jumper" 
during the cjvil war, 
enlisting 
many 


times for $1000 reward, deserting and 
, 


re-enlisting each time. 
He fought in 


two battles on the union side and In 
IS65 -was mustered out. 
He drifted to 


New York and there became an expert 
pickpocket, after which he developed 
Into a bank "sneak." a somplicated 
system of crime which flourished then 
and which is by no means extinct now. 


He gathered about him a select squad 


of crooks and begnn to map out thiev- 
eries beyond the scope then fashionable. 


those days it was

easy to break into \aults "nr; strong 
boxes. 
I-n 1SB6 Worth and his gang 


jimmied into the office of the Atlantic 
Transportation 
'company in Liberty 


street, Xew York, and all but grot uway 
with 530,000 in gold; the work took too 
long and at daylight it was abandoned 
after the outer safe doors had been 
forced open. 
But a month later they 


were 
more 
successful, 
for 
tiiey 


"cleaned" an. insurance company 
in 


/ Cambridge for $20.000. 


The game was still not high enough 


for <fc.ittle Adam, who cottoned to ban:c 
burglary and determined to shoot for 
I'tgh stakes. 
So he allied himself -with 


"Big Ike" Marsh ard Charlie Bollard 
("P:ar.o Charlie") and they picked the 
L'oylesto.n bank in Boston for a big haul. 
They rented a shop next door to the 
building, setting up a bogus Agency for 
Utt.cn'. bitters. The windows were filled, 
with 
bottles and advertising matter, 


screening the irAerior, and a partition 
v.-as built across the shop, hiding th« 
wall nearest the bank. 'Careful nueas- 
urement showed the burglars just where 
to work behind their double conceal- 
ment. ]n one week they had burrowed 
thiough masonary, torn to piftcis, three 
safes constructed in what was then 
the ''2latest pattern, and stolen about 
$1,000,000 in currency and negotiables. 


They fled to Xew York, followed by 


Boston detectives, separated, met again 
in Philadelphia, divided the spoils. 


Worth and Piano Charlie wer-t tQ LJv- 


crpo-,1 
Bullard assumed the name of 


Wells, and Worth bore first used Ray- 
mond as his alias. 
Bullard ' became 


Enamored of a barmaid and married her. 
She later grew to be an international 
figure _among high livers and rounders, 
noted as a beauty. Wells could not keep 
his hands clean and urged Worth to 
help Jiim "take" a Liverpool pawnbrok- 
er. Worth engaged the man's attention 
while 
Wells took impressions of the 


locks. They enttyed at night and stole 
jewelry to the value of £35.000. 
Worth 


then went'to London, and 
Wells to 


Paris, where he opened the first "Amer- 
ican bar" at 2 Rue Scribe, astonishing 
even Paris by its magnificence. 
He 


hung fine paintings ar.d'tpent some 175,- 
000 in fitunga. 
Later he operated a 


gaming resort on the upper floor. 


There William Pinkcrton, who was In 


Paris on another mission, chanced to 
encounter Wells and recognized nim as 
Piano Charlie Bullard. 
The police of 


Kurop3 got their first information that 
a great thief had come to Paris. Kul- 
lartl was arrested, but procured oail, 
which he jumped and fled to England. 
He had telegraphed his friend Worth, 
who was not then known to any police, 
private or official, to take charge of his 
lesort, and "Mr. Raymond of London" 
came. 


'•A diamond dealer who frequented the 


Place, and who -was known to carry 
valuable stones, attrn.cttd Worth's eye. 
He sent for "Little Joe" Elliott, a cham- 
pion American crook, and under Worth's 
manipulations 
Elliott wa.s enabled to 


"touch" the victim for gems to the val- 
ue of £;IO,000. The robbery startled the 
world. Elliott, who was the desperate 
though smooth criminal who married 
Kate Castleton, the beautiful stage star, 
in America, escaped. 
Worth wriggled 


out of all incriminating responsibility. 
The place was closed. Worth journeyed 
to London, where he rejoined Bullard, 
who was now the father of two neau- 
tiful daughters. 
Bullard later ventured 


bade to the states with his family, 
where he was arrested and convicted 
of complicity in the Boyleston bank 
robbery. 
His wife divorced him and 


married a Cuban planter. Bullard "did" 
several years in prison, then drifted to 
Canada, where he was caught in a jew- 
elry store robbery and "went down" for 
seven years at Kingston penitentiary. 
He difcd shortly after his release, in 
want, a physical ruin. 


Meanwhile the .canny Worth, as Ray- 


mond, had taken luxurious apartments 
at 
10S Piccadilly, where he received 


lavishly. 
His home became the ren- 


dezvous of the world's foremost thieves 


>and he became a "fence" for the biggest 
robberies perpetrated in Europe during 
the latter '70's, an era of golden harvest" 
for American criminals. 


It was Worth who conceived the ear 


and steamer robberies which staggered 
the express companies and government 
mail authorities in 1S70-73. Boats be- 
tween Calais and Dover and Folke- 
stone and Boulogne had their strong 
boies rifled and in all about J2.000.0UO 
was abstracted. 
Worth .• himself 
con- 


In a Life of Fifty Years 
of Crime He Stole Five 
Million Dollars. 
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He cat the picture from the frcm 


ducted a party to Kingston, Jamaica, 
robbing the boat of SlO.OOO on the way, 
then led them back via Buenos Aires 
and robbed the mails on the liner. 


About "this time a. band of American 


swindlers 
was arrested 
in 
Smyrna, 


Turkey, for passing forged letters of 
credit purporting to be the issue or 
the Coutls bank, London. 
Previous to 


this the party had passed forged paper 
throughout l>urope, 
and 
Worth WHS 


thought to be their "brains." The pris- 
oners were given seven years in the 
Constantinople bastile: they were Carl 
Sescovitch. alias Howard Adams: Jo- 
seph Chapman. "I/ittle Joe" Klliott, and 
Charles Becker, alias "The Dutchman," 
all historic crooks. 


Worth was not vulnerable. 
But he 


grew restive under the confinement of 
his associates, and after scheming pro- 
tractedly he went to Constantinople and 
worked out an ini'Olved scheme whereby 
all 
but 
Chapman were 
enabled 
to 


escape. The convicts started for Italy, 
but were captured by Greek bandits 
who held them for ransom, sending 
Klliott on parole to get $10,000. 
Rlliott 


got it from Worth, returned, and re- 
leased himself and the others. 
Chap- 


man served his full term. Worth sup- 
ported Mrs. Chapman for years. 
She 


was murdered in her bed, and Elliott 
is thought to have killed her. 


Becker, who was probably 'he most 


famous forger that ever lived, began 
operating again through Worth. 
Bt-cKer 


was only capable at creating the spuri- 
ous specie: it took Worth and through 
him the others to float it. Worth sent 
some to Paris to be cashed there, and 
in the Grand hotel a young thief who 
was a blood re'ative of Worth was ar- 
rested, though not in the act of "laying 
down" the "queer." Worth immediately 
"jumped" to Paris to help out his sub- 
ordinate. 
This -was no easy matter. 


Good lawyers failed to block extradition 
and the young man was takerr- to Lon- 
don. There Worth sought bail for him. 
But bail there could not be given as 
it is here. 
A bondsman for a criminal 


suspect must be a freeholder and must 
be of unblemished repute. 


Worth had plenty of assets and plenty 


of friends, but • his money was of no 
assistance and his intimates coul dnot 
pass the test. He swore that he would 
"spring" his kinsman, schemed, even 
walked the streets and tossed about 


night figuring out a method. 
In one 


of these restless moods he was pacing 
the London highways in company with 
Jack Phillips, alias "Junka," an English 
thief of giant stature. 
While walking 


along Bond street they were attracted 
by many carriages stopping about the 
entrance- to Agtiew & Co.'s art galleries. 
They found that the famous Gains- 
borough "Duchess of Devonshire" was 
on exhibition there. 
This was. at the 


time, the most valuable painting that 
had \ever been done by a British artist, 
having been purchased by tbo Agncws 
a few days earlier for .C10,.">t)0. 


That evening Worth summoned JunKa 


again and told him that he bad a plan. 
"Little .loo" was also called in for con- 
sultation. 
Worth announced that be 


proposed to cut the Gainsborough out 
of its frame and steal fit. 
Junka. de- 


murred, saying the masterpiece woulo 
be .1 white elephant, impossible to sell 
or keep. 
Worth laughed and said he 


didn't intend to either sell it. or keep 
It, but he would use It to get bail for 
the prisoner. 


The plan as outlined wa.s to be carried 


out on the first foggy night. 
Elliott 


was to act as lookout. 
.funka, the 


giant, was to stand erect under the 
window of the room in which the paint- 
ing was kept at nights. 
Worth, who 


was small and 
agile, 
would 
mount 


.Junka's shoulders, outer, strip nut the 
picture, pa:-:s it down to Junkn, then 
follow, and the three would take it to 
a hiding place. 
A safe coworker, a 


certain shrewd ex-convict, woifld next 
d«y be sent to the Agnews. As a guar- 
antee of good fnith and proof that ne 
could realty "deliver." he would show 
the owners a small square of canva.i 
clipped from a corner of tha Gains- 
borough, offering to restore the re- 
mainder of it without a shilling for 
ransom the moment that tho Agnew 
brothers, who were rich and eminently 
honest, 
would provide, ball for the 


prisoner. 


On the morning of JJay 1S>, 1S76, when 


the Agnew galleries were opened, the 
discovery of the theft, destined to be- 
come the most talked of single piece of 
burglary 
in all 
annals, 
was 
made 


known. The whole civilized world rang 
•with the news. 
The owners offered a 


J5000 reward forthwith, and speculation 
engaged all nations as to what manner 
of man could thus have been who had 


• slo'en such a prize—what could hr do 


with it? 
What was his motive? 
N<it 


for more than a quarter of a- century 
was any one to have an answer to these 
Questions or to again .beholfl the paint- 
ing, for. it so chanced that early on 
the morning following the "job" 
the 


suspect in jail was released on a tech- 
nicality, an honest flaw in the extradi- 
tion. 


That left Worth with his picture. He 


could not dispose of it. d.-ircd not claim 
Uie reward, yet hesitated to destroy a 
thing of so much value. No hint that 
Worth and his gang had any hand In 
the game bad been dropped, but Phillips 
(Junka) tcok :ulvantaj;<> of his knowl- 
edge (o be^in a series of petty black- 
mailing demands on Worth, who paid 
several times, then tired of the process. 
He arranged to moot Junka at 
the 


Criterion bar. Junlta having offered to 
take the price-less thing off Worth's 
hands and pay him a sum for it; Worth 
wa.s to bring the Gainsborough with 
him. 
Worth suspected treachery, stood 


behind a. post, and ?nw that Junka was 
accompanied by two Scotland Yard.1! 
men. 
Worth slipped off. 


The next time the two met, at the 


same bar, Worth, who was half tin; 
Ri7.c of Phillips, pounced upon him and 
beat him into insensibility. Worth then 
paid raiiott a round sum for his equity 
!n the picture, and rir-rlared himself its 
"owner" in full 
Elliott went back to 


New Yoric. returned to his wife. In- 
volved her In scandals and himself In 
a S64.000 trust company robbery, was 
sentenced to the penitentiary, and, while 
a convict, sent for Bob 1'lnkerton and 
"squealed" on Worth. 
The Pinkertona 


then began a systematic search for tbn 
great criminal, laying- a campaign for 
the eventual 
return of tht painting 


rather than the conviction of the thief. 
BUlott. like the rest, came out of prison 
a wreck, having ii!:»na:ed his patifnt 
and adorable wife, and he dk-d a pauper 
in a New York hospital. 


Worth secreted his tn-asiirn anfi. with 


a partner named 
MoKott.i. robbed an 


express train running from Calais to 


Paris of 700.000 francs In Spanish bonds. 
He had been p'rosporing steadily, and 
now purchased a deep-sea yacht. i~"i 
Shamrock, which had a crew of twenty. 
In this he made trips to Mediterranean 
ports, to America, and elsewhere. 
UM 


one trip to New York he brought over 
the Gainsborough, which bad meanwhile 
been given 
up as lost after 
many 


"clews" from every corner of the globe 
bad failed the international police, in 
the false bottom of a specially built 


. 
trunk which was filled with miscella- 
neous baggage, and on which" he paid 
duty. The trunk was placed in storage 
in Brooklyn; later it was moved to 
New York, where it -was leff in an 
express office with a "collect" charge 
on it, and again shifted, this time to 
Boston, where it remained for years. 


During the late '80s Worth toured to 


Cope Town in company with Charley 
King, an English desperado and all 
around blackleg. 
Worth studied the 


system of transporting rough diamonds 
from the De Beers mine to the sea, 
and found that they were brought by 
special stage, carrying an armed Boer 
guard. 
Worth and King "hooked up" 


with a former sea captain who had 
s-cuttled a Khip for the insurance and 
whu had just come out of an African 
prison for it, and the three attempted 
to he'd up the diamond coach. A rope 
was stretched across a road 
In the 


dark of night. The horses were thrown 
and the coach turned on its side, but 
the guard began firing with bis rifle 
and the trick was abandoned. 


But Worth was hungry for diamonds. 


He sent himseff a. registered package 
to the Cape Town postoffice. rushed In 
at the minuto of closing, and pleaded 
"life or death" in his anxiety to get 
his package. Them was only onn clcrl; 
In the place, and while he searched for 
the package Worth look wax impres- 
sions of the safe locks and the outer 
ones. It took weeks tn make keys from 
these crude models, but they were fin- 
ish;ed to a hair's exactitude. One added 
clement remained—it was necessary to 
havo the diamonds In the 
postofficu 


over night, though the unfailing rustom 
was to have them arrive shortly bofure 
the English boats sailed. 
So Worth, 


who was now?; working alone, found a 
place whore the coach had to be ferried 
across a river on a raft dragged by 
cables. Ho cut the ropes and the ferry 
drifted downstream. The delivery was 
d-.'layod twelve hours and the diamonds 
were deposited in the mail safes. 


Worth had "rehearsed" in the mean- 


time nnd bad entered the 
postofl'ifc 


and opened the strong boxes several 
times. Thai night be repeated his ex- 
periment and walked out with $r»PO,OW> 
worth of the "stones," whcih he buried 
for 
UIB time while the whole world 


rang 
with 
the 
inexplicable robbery, 


which was generally voted an "inside 
job." 
The postmaster was suspected, 


tried ami sentenced to five yars' im- 
prisonment. 


In time Worth dug up his treasure 


and went to Au.'traJia and then to 
Kngland. where King met him. 
King 


surmised 
the truth and blackmailed 


Worth out of a quarter of a million 
(or silence. 
Thn gonis Worth cleared 


through 
a 
smooth 
young 
American 


swindler named John Smith, alias Wy- 
riort, whom he brought to Ixmdon and 
established as a diamond broker deal- 
ing In rough gems, with a store on one 
of the busiest streets. 
In a year the 


lot had been disposed of to Amsterdam 
merchants, some of whom were the 
original owners to whom the goods had 
been conpignptl. 


Worth becnr ;n gamble heavily again, 


r;s he dl'l periodically, in Monte Carlo, 
nnd it 
i.« s-nld that ho lost hundred? 


of thousands of dollars in a luckless 
"streak." 
So he journeyed to Belgium 


with a novice apprentice, and, In Llegr. 
was nrrifted for the attempted robbery 
of a mail wagon carrying a large sum 
In registered packages. 
He had pre- 


viously fitted a key to the lock on the 
wagon and had sent a decoy package 


addressed to a man on the, top floor 
of n. rookery so that the driver would 
have to stop at a certain place where 
work could bo advantageously accom- 
plished and where ho would be absent 
for several minutes. Leaving his helper 
to watch. Worth leaped on the seat, 
unlocked the barred 
door, and 
was 


caught a moment later, his man having 
failed to signal him that ihe driver hnfl 
returned. Worth was sentenced to seven 
years—his first conviction in more than 
forty years of incredible, kaleidoscopic, 
unbroken crime. 


Worth came out of confinement » 


broken man. 
The consequence was in 


part due to a strange circumstances. 
In 
the 
prison 
he 
met /Maximilian 


Schoenbcin, alias Max Shinburne, alias 
Bacon Schindle. a malodorous world 
bank 
burglar and 
former associate. 


Schocnbein. who?c career was :Jmost 
ns illustriously disreputable as Wortfi's,. 
bad fled New York after robbing the 
Ocean bank of JSOO.OOO. and bad gone 
to Belgium, which then had no extradi- 
tion treaty with this country. 
There 


he bought a baronetcy, went "broke' 
on the bourse, and. with Worth's old 
wheelhor.se. Piano Charlie, chiseled into 
a bank in Liege, was caught and given 
thirty years. 


Sclioenbein 
had 
become 
a 
prison 


"trusty" and suspected that Worth had 
the Gainsborough 
bidden 
somewhere. 


He offered to act as go-between for 
Part of the reward 
if Worth would 


'•'•veal the biding place. 
Worth knew 


him and would not trust him. 
Schocn- 


bein then made life a torture for his 
old comrade, causing him to be flogged'- 
and put in "solitary." 
Scbocnbcin was 


eventually released, returned to N'uw 
York, robbed a bank in Mlddletown, 
X. Y., was sentenced to four years, 
and on the expiration of that stretch 
was collared by the 
1'iiikcrtons and 


taken to New Hampshire to finish a 
thirty year term from which he hart 
escaped. 


Worth, when freed, was penniless and 


gaunt. He made his way to Paris and 
there met Pat Sheedy, an American 
sporting 
man. 
Worth 
had 
faith 
in 


Hheedy's honor: Sbecdy was a "square 
sport," and there are men who wouldn't 
lend the Bank of Kngland a nickel 
without the Kelson statue for security 
who trust their fortunes, their liberty 
and

secrets -^without 


question to the honor of a "square 
sport." 
W. A. Pinkerton had chanced 


once to tell .Sheedy that he believed 
Worth knew where the Gainsborough 
was, KO Sheedy, when Worth admitted 
that 
he 
had 
the 
artistic 
treasure 


"planted," assured him that Pinkerton 
had said Worth would not be appre- 
hended 
if 
he 
would 
"go 
through." 


Worth took Pinkcrton's prmfflsc. 


One morning in January, 
l.s'JD, pm- 


kcrton received a communication from 
Worth, 
whom he had 
not seen 
in 


twenty years, to the effect that at the 
suggestion of Shocdy, anil in view of 
certain 
representations, 
Worth 
had 


come to see the detective on a matter 
of mutual interest. 
Worth asked that 


a "personal" be Inserted in a local 
paper making an appointment. It was 
published, and at noon that day Worth 
telephoned- Pinkcrton assured him that 
he might call in full security. 
In five 


minutes the heartbroken old rogi:e wa-i 
at his desk. 


There 
were certain 
police officials 


who had to be communicated with he- 
foro Pinicerton could guarantee Worth's 
immunity. 
It took rnnny months, but 


in time it was agreed that the restora- 
tion of this immortal work of arj to 
its owners and to the world justified 
such a waiver, ,-uid in IHOl the Agnew 
brothers came 
to Chicago. In their 


room In thft Auditorium Annex, after 
certain financial arrangements had been 
concluded through the Pinkerton agency 
a man rapped on the floor ai:d left a 
large package.

"\Vomen" and by a woman, unnamed 
and supernaturally clever, has just been 
published by Alfred A. Knopf. Being by 
a woman it sometimes verges on the 
immodest and sometimes it gayly jumps 
c.'cur over thp fence. But that is what 
"'omen always do. 


Why do men go to war? asks the 


author, who, by the way, is English. 
And why do women want them to go 
to war? 
She tells us that it was a 


persona] matter in each case. 
The 


women, "maternally selfish," were cer- 
tain that without a wall of male flesh 
between them and the Germans they 
would fare as badly as their sister, 
the women of Belgium. And the -men, 
says the author placidly, went to war 
"for us." Men may fight collectively 
for kings and commerce and all sorts 
of funny and unworthy things, "but the 
individual man, deep in his heart, where 


• he keeps that secret emotion that moves 


him to splendors, fight for us. Men al- 
ways lutve so fought; they always will 
continue to fight for us. They fight 
for our safety, for the continuance ol 
tjieir kind; and we are the moThers of 
the race." 


There is something in that. We like 


the idea. There is something peculiarly 
vi.e inxa war for money or possession, 
something abhorrent in the conception 
of fighting for wealth. 
Governments 


may pretend that they go to war for 
such things, but it is comforting to be- 
lieve that the individual man in his 
heart of hearts believes that he is fight- 
ing for women. 


Tliis explains why the women of Knjf- 


land were so pugnacious ,-uid the women 
of America, so much less so. The per- 
sonal honor of Uie women of Ameri- 
ca was not threatened, but the per- 
sonal honor of the women of IJr.giand 
•was threatened. The American soldiers 
were moved much more deeply by the 
stories of outrages 
upon women than 


by tho sinking of the Uisjtania, 
al- 


though. th;;t, too, involved the murder 
of women. A lady, writing to the Lon- 
don .Daily Mail, says: 
"Among all my 


women friends 1 have not rome across 
one pacifist woman." 
Men sometimes 


bad ICSnings. to pacifism, but women 
never. For them it was a war of self- 
defense, of the defense of, their honor. 


"I shal! never forget," saiys tile au- 


thor, "that OJ: the day v/ar was known 
to be declared I found myself in a rail- 
way carriage with a young counle. The 
youth, with Jiis mind not yet domiiiate.l 
by the new fact, indicated heavy clouds 
without, /"and carelessly (or perhaps to 
introduce a diversion) said: 'A black 
day.' The girl, brooding, her face dark 
1'ut unconsciously obstinate, answered: 
'Yes, a black day for Jinsland.' 
The 


voulli, whose wavering eyc.s suggested 
a. mind full of irrelevances, still ap- 
parently thought of the wftather. 
Al- 


ready the girl was seeing iht" truth of 
the 
st;>,ie of war, and her stronger 


nature was rising to mcdt the terrific 
emergency. 
She was seeing hor lover 


in a frenh aspect, judging him anew. 
I wonder how lonp it was before that 
youth was in the army. 
I wonder if 


he w (lead, or maimed, or a llce-ca,tfen 
prisoner in some German camp. 
I do 


not wonder at all about the Immediate 
cause of his joining the army. He was 
not conscripted. He was sent." 


Soldiers, says tha author, do not love 


war. it is the women who love war. 
They alone see its true splenriors. 
also by the show of too much inclina- 
nage is the staple trade of a woman. 
She will accept a substitute if ihe must, 
only under compulsion. Hut men will 
be more fastidious than they were. Kpoi.'t 
I'y emotional adulation, they will bo 
wary and critical. 
Moreover, they will

And the women who arc now di-ing the 
wcrk will not willingly surrender It 
co.-cept for marriage, which will be in- 
creasingly difficult. Men will oome Lack 
from war with a certain acquired ruth- 
lessiiesK. They wore fighting ruthlessly 
for their women. 
Now they will fight 


ruthlessly against ths women who have 
taken their jobs and will not give them 
up.

military 
prowess, have endeared him 


to all classes in France and England. 
French newspapers tell of his chival- 
rous attitude toward the fair se.x gen- 
erally,, and his kindly, paternal way 
with children in war-racrfced villages; 
the Knglish dailies print columns about 
bis alert, military 
bearing 
and 
the 


charm of his native slang. 
This last 


characteristic draws forth the follow- 
ing letter on "What Sammy Says,'1 


which is taken from the London Daily 
Mail: 


"Sammy is in my ward, and I like 


him. 
His face he describes as 'one of 


the sort that only a mother could love,' 
but somehow, lantern-jawed and high- 
cheeked as it is, it appeals to me. 


"Kvcn more than his face 1 like his 


conversation. 
His experiences during 


the war arn, 1 suppose, much the same 
as those of other men; his mode of 
relating them is peculiarly his own. The

this slow narcotic was poured into 
the minds of students from the Jirst 
grade up. He proves it by his long 
and 
careful 
study 
of 
conditions 


among our schools. 
And he proves 


it by the words of the Germa.n uni- 
versities and their professors, even 
so noted scholars a.s TCdward. Meyer 
of the 
University of Berlin. 
He 


proves it over and over again by the 
words of Wllhelmstrasseand the Ger- 
man-American Alliance in America, 
and kindred organizations. 
Of all 


tho Teutonic propaganda, this is tho 
most far-reaching, and insidious, de- 
spite 
the 
fact 
that 
it ultimately 


failed. 
The book will interest al- 


most everyone — everyone who has 
bocn a student, everyone who has 
been a parent, and like most Amer- 
ican parents, known too little of 
what children are taught. It will be 
of 
interest to every conscientious 


teacher, and trustee of a school, and 
in 
the last analysis,, to all loyal 


Americans.

portant and at times an intensely in- 
teresting and stirring one from the 
days of Christ and his apostles to the 
present hour. 
It disturbed the first 


Christian church into which it was 
introduced, the church at Thessa- 
lon.'ca to which Paul addressed his 
first Epistles, and it has been a sub- 
ject of discussion and 
controversy 


ever since. The great war has again 
kindled it into intensity, and num- 
erous "prophetic conferences" 
are 


being held and many books on it are 
appearing. 


Dr. Snowdcn's book is probably 


the first comprehensive and syste- 
matic and scholarly treatment of the 
question which has been produced 
since Dr. David Brown's well-known 
Second 
Advent 
appeared 
seventy 


years ago, a work that has ever since 
been an authority on the postmil- 
lenarian side but is now in some re- 
spects out of date. 
The present 


work is based on a broad study of 
the literature of the subject, the li.st 
of "Works Consulted" prefixed to it 
comprising about one hundred and1 
twenty authors. 
The literature on 


both sides of the question has been 
read and the treatment of it in this- 
book is characterized throughout b.\ 
impartiality, fairness, and a .sincere 
desire and oftort to reach and state 
the truth. All difficulties are frankly 
faced, and the discussion is pervaded 
by the spirit of brotherly kindness 
and courtesy. 
Premillenarians can 


read this book without feeling that 
they have been misrepresented and 
without irritation. - Whatever one's- 
point of view on the question, he will 
find this work informing and inspir- 
ing. 
It is not a technical and dry 


book, but M live and interesting one, 
and even a sense of humor is not 
lacking in its pages. Its concluding 
chapter on "Is the World Growing 
Better?" is a notable piece of writ- 
ing and is probably the best avail- 
able statement and proof of an opti- 
mistic view of the. world. The pub- 
lishers believe that this is not an- 
other ephemeral book on the second 
coming of Christ, but ona that will 
take a permanent place in the liter- 
ature of this subject.

France, the shrine of art and tem- 


ple of the beautiful, has again mani- 
fested her affection for America by 
inviting her painters and sculptors to 
exhibit in the galleries of the Luxem- 
bourg in May or June, an honor 
never before conferred upon a for- 
eign nation. Tht; project was under 
consideration before the end of the 
war, and has 
developed 
definitely 


since the holidays, when M. Alfred 
Cortot, representing the minister of 
public instruction, At. Laferre, 
ar- 


rived in the United States with the 
Paris Conservatory Orchestra. 
M. 


Cortot, secretary for the fine arts In 
the ministry, on behalf of the French 
government, invited Mr, William A. 
Coffin, the New York artist, to form 
a committee, of which Mr. 'Coffin 
should he president and Mr. Ernest 
T. Rosen general secretary, to select 
tho works to be included in the ex- 
hibition and to take general charge 
of the undertaking. 


The honor having been accepted, 


a committee of fifteen painters and 
sculptors has been formed, it« offi- 
cers chosen and its organization ef- 
fertcd. 


The committee includes, besides 


Messrs. Coffin and Kosen, Herbert 
Adams, vice president; Francis C. 
.Tones, second vice president; Chaun- 
cey Kyder and Jona3 Lie, secretaries; 
and also George Bellows, Edwin 


Blashficld. 
Arthur

Daniel 


Chester French, Robert Henri, Max 
Webor, J. Alden "Weir, Irving Wiles 
and Mahonri Young. There will be a 
number of honorary members, not 
voting in the selection of the exhibi- 
tors, beaded by M. Edouard do Billy, 
deputy high commissioner of France 
and head of the mission in tho ab- 
sence of M. Andre Tardicu, and in- 
cluding Henri 
Caro-Delvaille. the 


French artist, residing in New York; 
Ernest Guy of tho French high com- 
mission! Robert W. do Forest, presi- 
dent ot tho Metropolitan Museum of 
Art; Thedore Hctzler, president of 
the Fifth 
Avenue Bank, general 


treasurer of the committee; Denys 
Amfel, editor of The New France; 
Henri Casadesua, president of the 
Societe des Instruments Anciens, and 
others. 


It was at first thought that the ex- 


hibition would be held in some other 
place In Paris than the Luxembourg, 
such as the Orangerie In the Tullp- 
ries Garden, or possibly the Petit 
Palais, but the Luxembourg was 
finally designated by the government, 
thus bestowing an honor on the 
United States that has never been 
tendered to any other nation, 


Tho exhibition will include about 


100 painting:*, and about 20 figurines, 
or small bronzes, busUi, rcltefg and 
other pieces whether In bronze or in 
marble.. 
There will be no large 


sculpture works on account of trans- 
portation questions and space for 
placing them. It Is probably that a 


small number of works in black and 
white, such as drawing?, etchings 
and lithographs, will be nddrd to thr 
collection. .All the viork vill ho con- 
temporary. 


A return exhibition of French art,

SUGGESTS IMPROVEMENTS. 


Among his most urgent recommenda- 


tions are 
the following-:

Higher salaries for university faculty 


members. 


Establishment of a student union, In- 


cluding an assembly hall capable of 
sheltering / COOO 
persons in increment 


weather. 
Armory for military activities. 
Dormitories for students. 
New athletic fields to be devoted to 


baseball, football, soccer, rugby, hand- 
ball and other outdoor sports. 


Additional funds for scholarships for 


students. 


Development of school of education at 


university to meet pressing needs. 


Acquisition of additional land in Ecr- 


fccley to provide for futur egrowth. 


To the governor and the board of re- 


gents of tho state university President 
Wheeler has again emphasized his an- 
nual appeal for a more adequate appor- 
tionment of salaries to the collegiate 
teaching staff. In this regard he says: 


WANT 10 PER CENT RAISE. 


"The continued lagging of the salary 


list behind the increased cost of living 
makes necessary a decisive increase in 
salaries for the teaching force. 
This 


increase must not average less than 10 
per cent. No profession Is more thor- 
oughly 
underpaid than our university 


teachers. Upon nothing is the university 
more definitely dependent than upon 
the character and spirit of its teach- 
ing." 
Along the lines of Increasing the effi- 


ciency of the state university in pre- 
paring members of the teaching pro- 
fession for their life work. President 
Wheeler urges in his report a fully de- 
veloped school of education on tho Eer-

a loss of. about 11 per cent. In paying 
tribute to the work done by college men 
In the great war, President wlieeler 
draws attention to the fact that one out 
of every three students on the campus 
volunteered for service in the groat 
struggle. 


President Wheeler pays tribute also 


to the women of the university for their 
efforts in helping to curb the Influenza 
epidemic among college students.

total of 1799 visits h edeclareg were 
made by volunteer workers in behalf 
of students in need -of medical and 
nursing attention.

Almost a year ago, President Wilson sent out a call across the 


United States, and it is said that clear call was heard in even the 
remotest corners of the country, that villages scarce upon the map 
carried on weighing and measuring campaigns in an effort to teach 
the mothers how better to care for their babies; for that clear call 
distinctly said, "Save the children if we would save the JNation!" 


Children's Year, as the yuur irom 


April, 1918, to April, 1919, is known, 
will soon be over; the official "Chil- 
dren's 
Tear"—and 
thousands of 


babies have a better chance for 
,.£•-... and strength, because of the 


education their mothers have re> 
celvod during the year. 
What of 


the children who have no mothers? 
What of the children who have no 
father and whose mothers can not 
care for the children—can not, or, as 
sometimes happens, will not? What 
of the children whose fathers and 
mothers neither' want the responsi- 
bility of caring for them? 


What a glorious thing It woulc 


be If California could wind up the 
official "Children's Tear" by doing 
something that would give to or- 
phans, and half-orphans, and aban- 
doned children—poor little lamba 
these last In whose hearts must ever 
lurk the knowledge that they were 
thrown away—some assurance of 
freedom from privation; some op- 
portunity to grow up as a little child 
should grow up—not pampered, not 
spoiled by riches—hut with a. proper 
allowance of food and clothes tc 
keep ft well; an allowance that 
tTOUld not destroy the proper prido 
that la each child's birthright-—for 
a "ward of the State" is a much 
easier name to he called when you 
are a little fellow than a "charity 
kid"—and other little fellows at 
school are so crnel in their very 
younsneas. 


California is going to be given an 


opportunity to do something for 
these little children—these little cit- 
izens who now, perforce, come un- 
der the head of "charity kids" be- 
cause the State docs not provide 
adequately for their support 


At the first session of the legis- 


lature bills were Introduced making 
more adequate provision for the de- 
pendent children of the State of 
California. 


Senate Bill No. 114 fAssembly 


Kill No. ITS) has- been indorsed by 
Iho California Organization of Child 
Caring Institutions and Agencies. It 
is important to remember the num- 
ber of this bill, as other biils con- 
cerned with child welfare work have 
been introduced and it is easy for 
(ho mere onlooker at the legislature 


to become confused by tho immense 
amount 
of 
proposed 
legislation 


which clutters up the wheels of the 
law making machine. The thing to 
do, say the wise ones, is to identify 
the bill that you want passed; fix 
your eagle eye upon it—and watch 
it—nurso it—mother it—and father 
it—get as many eyes upon it as you 
can—and then—all of a sudden— 
almost before 
you • know it—the 


trick is turned and It has become 
a law. Henco the California Organ- 
ization of Child Caring Agencies 
calls your attention to this bill— 
Senate Bill No. 114 (Assembly Bill 
No. 17S)—which provides that $30 
shall be the maximum amount for 
the care of dependent children—the 
State to pay $12.50 and the County 
$7.50. 


The Board of Control has intro- 


duced a bill for the same purpose 
providing 
$20 
for 
the 
minimum 


amount for the care of dependent 
children—?10 to be paid by the 
State and $10 by the County. 


It might se-em that this etiual 


division, as set down by the Board 
of Control, is a fair way of sharing 
the burden, but the backers o£ this 
bill declare that It must be borne 
in mind that the State does not 
share in tho entire burden of the 
care of dependent children. 


In 1879, when the California Con- 


stitution was written, the State was 
authorized to contribute to three 
groups of dependent children only— 
orphans, half-orphans 
and aban- 


doned children—and in 1S80 tho 
legislature 
authorized aid 
to be 


given to these classes as follows: 
Orphans, $8.32 1-3 per month; half- 
orphans, $6.25 per month, and aban- 
doned children, $G.2,"i per month. 


It is obvious that thero are many 


dependent children, cruelly in need 
of aid, who do not corne unilor the 
classifications eligible for State aid. 
The counties must bear the support 
of the neglected children, the chil- 
dren of sick or dissolute parents, of 
all the children who are practically 
in need of .aid although not techni- 
cally orphaned, half-orphnned 
or 


abandoned. This group of children 
is a very largo one and the county 
stands the burden of 
en ring for 


these children 


Tho law of 1SSO also provided | supply shelter, food, a refined homo 


that wherever as much as $10 waa I one might say, all for tho sum of 
furnished from any outside source 
for any chile!, that child should not 
be regarded as a dependent orphan 
or half orphan, showing that at this 
time the cost of adequate support 
for a child was considered to be $10. 
It was therefore determined by this 
law, that the State should pay $6.25 
out of a total of $10. 


If this same proportion la main- 


tained, and it now costs $20 to sup- 
port a child, the State should pay 
$12.50 of this sum if it is to adhere 
to tho proportion originally set. 


In spite of changes in the prices 


in the cost of living, and prices have 
gone up 271 per cent, tho State has 
not changed its subsidy for the sup- 
port of dependent children since- 
1S80, 
except that at the legislature 


of 1917 the abandoned child was 
classed .as an orphan and allowed 
$8.33 1-3 a month instead of $6.25 
a month, and the State aid was ex- 
tended from tho fourteenth to the 
fifteenth year. 


In 1899, then, the State was still 


paying $75 per year for the care 
of tho half-orphan and $100 for the 
orphan 
child. 
It 
paid in 
1899 


$488,594. In 1916 it paid $535,093, 
for tho care of orphans and half- 
orphans. Had the State proportion 
increased with the rise in the cost 
of food, the State In 1918 would be 
paying $1,322,000. 


If the increase to $12.50 is grant- 


ed the entire proportion required 
from the State will be less than 
?3,000.000. It is thus seen that the 
increase asked is more than justified 
by changes in the cost of living. 


The statistics are offered by the 


California 
Organization 
of 
Child 


Caring Institutions and Agencies. 


At the present time the average 


cost of caring for the children in 
institutions is over $1S, while, the 
institutions and agencies that have 
had enough money to carry out 
their oven .standards are at tho pres- 
ent time spending more than $20. 


In recent years there has been a 


radical change in the method of 
caring 
for 
children: 
the 
foster 


mother has in many cities sup- 
planted Institutional care, and this 
method has been found to have 
many advantages. 


The homo is thoroughly investi- 


gated before the child 1s allowed 
to-become a member of it—and once 
the child does become a member of 
it, tho foster mother is supposed to 


$11, for $11 is tho munificent sum 
which the Judge- of tha Juvenile 
Court Is allowed to expend from 
county funds for tho support of any 
dependent child. 
(Of this $11 the 


State reimburses the county to the 
sum of $6.25 for half-orphans and 
$8.33 1-3 for whole orphans.) 


Tho job of mothering is one that 


grows with usage, and tho foster 
mothers who are already on the job 
of mothering orphans of tho State 
aro, of course, going to go right on 
doing It for the children already In 
their care, to whom they have be- 
come devotedly attached. 
Tho fact 


that $11 a month does not begin to 
cover the expanse of the growing 
child docs not imperil tho position 
of tho child already placed in the 
affections of a household, but 
It 


does, according to those who kno^\ 
best, place a burden upon the house- 
hold which belongs to the State; for 
tho mothers who take tho children 
into their homes are not rich wo- 
men—they are not even well-to-do 
women—most of them—they are 
poor in the world's goods, and, being 
poor, they understand trouble—their 
hearts are big enough to mother an 
extra child or two. There are hun- 
dreds of these women In Oakland- 
the Associated Charity workers will 
tell you about them—women who 
for years have made many sacrifices 
that little orphans may have an 
equal opportunity with their own 
children—all for $11 a month. 


"I got into taking care of these 


two children," said one of these 
foster mothers—who should not be 
called 
a. "foster1 mother 
for 
a 


"realer" mother children never had. 
"Well, I didn't have to get into It— 
but anyway I took 'em nine years 
ago—-one of them was two and the 
other one was four. 
They \vure a. 


terrible care for three years, nobody 
knows. 
They were so sick all the 


time with a terrible blood trouble— 
that's why I took them—nobody else 
wanted such puny little children. 
| My neighbors said they didn't s-oe 


how in the world I could bother 
with such scrubby children—but you 
ought to see them now. They aro 
well as can be; and, of course, they 
are just as if they were my o\\ n 
children. 
I'm like that—when I 


start anything I'm determined tn 
finish, and I said I'd raise them ami 
I'm doing it."

Because of tho high copt of living 


it Is becoming more and moro diffi- 
cult to find foster mothers. "It's 
like having company all tho time 
and paying dear for the privileges 
said one foster mother recently, al- 
though sho wouldn't give up the 
child sho had already taken. 


The $20 provided for in tho now 


bill will mean that clothes aro to be 
purchased out of that amount The 
present subsidy does not provide for 
clothes—they always have to be 
supplied by charity. 
The backers

be at any time thereafter. 
At the 


present time, children receiving: no 
support from any sources for one 
year are declared abandoned. Dur- 
ing this year the county has to pay 
for their support. 
The new bills 


require the Slate to make reim- 
bursement to the county from the 
dato of abandonment, when it has 
been shown that the state of aban- 
donment has been continuous during 
one year.

ON WHOLESALER 


The fiiis^r of accusation Is leveled 


against the tobacco wholesalers and 
manufacturers by Eastbay dealers 
today In oxp'alnlng the Increase In 
cost of cigarettes. The retail men 
declare positively that their previous 
25 per cent gross profit has not been 
advanced, that they are nuuking1 no 
more In proportion today than they 
vrero before. 
The former wholeralo price of (C 


a. thousand on cigarettes went up 95 
cents becaus* of the new federal 
tax and J1.05 more because of arbi- 
trary action of the manufacturers, 
the retailers declare. This brought 
the cigarettes to S3 a thousand. 
"Cigarettes that we used to buy 
at the rate of 12 cents a package 
and sell at 15 cents a package gave 
us a gross profit of 25 per cent," 
pointed ont one dealer yesterday. 
"These cigarettes now cost us 16 
cents and we sell them at 20 cents, 
ho that our profit Is still 23 per cent. 
It is not the dealers who are to 
blame for the advance, but the 
manufacturers and distributers be- 
hind them." 
The manufacturers, half admitting 
the charge, are claiming that It had

old scores will be evened up. 
Lull Renders an Opinion 


City Attorney Lull is a close second to Jack 


Bunsby in an opinion regarding the legal abilin. 
of a municipality to sue a newspaper for slander-. 
It came up in the celebrated case where the 
Chronicle, having animadverted quite severely 
upon the P.oard of Works for collecting Hetch- 
Jletchy money and not turning it over to the 
treasurer within twenty-four hours, was savagely 
denounced in a board session, and the city attor- 
ney instructed to see if the board couldn't have 
the law on it. Lull's opinion was quoted by the 
offending journal's contemporaries as a conclu- 
sion that a suit rould be maintained, and the next 
day it was cited in triumph by the journal itself 
to the effect that legal action would not lie. I 
couldn't see how both interpretations could be 
true, and so procured a copy of the decision and 
studied it in a Jay fashion, and arn willing lo 
admit that it is quite comforting to all concerned, 
whichever side of the controversy they arc on. 
Whether Hie comment on the, custom of the Board 
of Works, in collecting money and not turning 
it over, was right or wrong, however, it was not 
effectivc; for the money has not yet been turned 
over, nor has an itemized report been made to Ihe 
city treasurer a,s to what disposition ha,s been 
made of it. 
Retrenchment or Six Cent Fares 


A deficit of ?-1000 in the receipts of the muni- 


cipal railway lines for January was responsible 
for the sensational halt called in the outlays of 
that division of the city government. The alter- 
native of calling such a halt is a G-ccnt fare. The 
situation was set fortli by Superintendent Boeken. 
The original Geary and Union street lines have 
performed the municipal miracle of returning a 
surplus; but non-paying extensions, bus lines, 
broaching the funds for other purposes, such as 
meeting a deficit in the Twin Peaks tunnel, the 
increase of wages, and so on, are riding it to 
death. Superintendent Boeken is a real railroad 
man, seems to regard the municipal railroads as 
a public utility to be conducted on regular busi- 
ness lines—and i.s understood to have some job 
on his bands. 
The employees arc agitating for 


another increase of wages, real estate persons an j 
residents away out want extensions, and that 
there Ls more money on hand than is immediately 
''working,'' as the depreciation fund, 
has the 


effect of making those who see il quite restless. 
The state of things has been made public under 
ihe sponsorship of City Engineer O'.Shaughnessy. 
It is not strikingly apparent why this should be, 
oxi cpt that O'Shaughnessy has an authoritive 
standing that no other dry oflcial has. When he 
sa\.s a thing it gets listened to, whether it is 
heeded or not 
Ho is what may be termed the 


heavy man of the administration. The superin- 
tendi'iicy of the city's railways is a grilling job. 
The first superintendent, Cashin, died in office, 
and it has been many times asserted that he wore 
himself out solving the problems and meeting the 
emergencies of the position. The present super- 
intendent is not in high favor with a certain ele- 
ment of the employees. 
I get it pretty straight 


that the threat has been made to supplant him 
with James McElroy, who was appointed the 
other day as superintendent of garbage, against 
the time that n garbage ordinance is passed 
and there will be garbage to superintend—his 
salary, however, commencing at once. 
And Now the Oil Men 


It was told on this page how the suffragists 


of California were out of conceit with the senior 
senator because he had not been in Washington 
when the vote was taken on submitting the suf- 
frage amendment for ratification by the states. 
I t was explained to them at the time that he was 
paired for the occasion, which made it just the 
same as though he was there: but they under- 
stood indifferently. The facts about pairing were 
not nearly as understandable as the fact that he 
was not in his seat and that the measure was 
lost by a single vote. Now the oil lease bill has 
been lost by the La Folette filibuster, and "a 
Democratic leader' has expressed himself to the 
effect that if the senator had been in his seat "the 
conference report on the leasing bill would have 
been before the Senate nine days sooner, and La 
Follette could not have prevented a vote by his 
filibuster." 
This bill is one that California oil 


men had been loking forward to with great eager- 
ness, as the passage of the leasing law would 
loosen immense interests that had been tied up 
for years. The only comfort about it now is the 
idea advanced by an optimist lhat the next Con- 


will pass a much more liberal bill—one that 


will be fairer to the oil men—which has already 
brought out the adage about a bird in the hand 
being worth two in the bush. 
Burden of Street Work 


It has been commented upon more than once 


that street work is unaccountably being jammed 
through which is not needed and is untimely. 
Supervisor Welch accused the Board of Works of 
pushing through $300,000 of street improvements, 
some of which is assessed on property that cannot 
stand it 
Supervisor Welch is up for re-election. 


Under this head I am reminded of the fact that 
lots assessed for the Hunter's point road are in 
some cases allowed to go by default, the holders 
considering that the property is not worth the 
assessment, which is $10 a foot. President Rear 
don of the Board of Works justifies what is being 
done with the plea that something must be done 
to furnish employment for the boys who are com- 
ing home from the war. 
Any observant person 


can at once see how the gangs employed on the 
streets are recruited from the young men just 
back from the war. It all indicates a realization 
that something must be done to placate taxpayers, 
and the puzzle evidently is how to do it and at 
the same time conserve a large contingent of 
Board of Works' employees, who will be positively 
necessary on election day. 
Harbor Board Changes 


It is curious how things conic around. When 


Hiram Johnson was governor the harbor board 
was hostile to the Chamber of Commerce. It was 
under the frank domination of the governor, and 
measures which the chamber wanted or favored 
got small consideration. 
Dwyer was the presi- 


dent of the body and Williams was his coadjutor. 
McCalluni was a still small voice. 
Something 


happened and Dwyer resigned. Arlett was ap- 
pointed to the vacancy. Arlett almost at once 
took sick and the board practically consisted of 


two. 
They had put it all over McCallum in those 


days when Dwyer and Williams constituted the 
majority, and McCallum and Williams did not 
make a docile team in the absence of Arlett. Then 
Williams resigned and Cosgriff was put in his 
place, and finally Arlett resigned. There had been 
employed by the Chamber of Commerce a m;ui 
who knew a lot about the commerce of San Fran- 
cisco harbor. He had charge of the legislation 
which was from time to time favored, but which, 
as has been said, never got very far with John- 
son at the helm. His name was the good old 
American one of Miles Standish. Upon Arlett's 
resignation he was appointed to the vacancy, and 
for the first time in a good many years a per- 
fectly harmonious and homogeneous board re- 
sulted. But here is an interesting thing: Dwyer 
is now an employee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
it is understood at a salary of S9000 a year, doing 
about the same work that Standish did, and 
Standish is in authority where Dwyer was for- 
merly. 
The Chamber of Commerce is a close 


friend of the harbor board, and is working with 
it in every way to improve tb.2 conditions, de- 
velop the capacity and make more hospitable the 
harbor of the city. All of which constitute a con- 
dition that has not existed in such a satisfactory 
degree for years, if ever, and which is a.s it 
should be. 
The Soldier Monument 


The structure going up in the civic center 


intended as a memento to the soldiers who 
went to the war. 
Being for that purpose, no- 


body cares to say anything critical concerning 
it, and it id impossible to say very much in 
commendation. 
This 
monument 
is of the 


kiosk order, run up with boards and lath, to 
be covered with plaster or some such mater- 
ial. 
In artistic merit it may vie with the 


metamorphosed 
Lotta's fountain. 
But as a 


creditable memento to those who went forth to 
fight for the country it cannot be very impres 
sive. 
It cannot greatly appeal to those whom 


it is supposed to honor. 
They cannot fail to 


understand the motive behind its precipitate 
erection. 
This is an election year, and it is fig- 


ured that this cheap effort 
will flatter re- 


turned soldiers, and that those who are respon- 
sible for its erection will be gratefully remem- 
bered on election day. 
If the matter had been 


gone about as such things are generally done 
and must be done to have artistic merit, 
it 


would not have been completed this year, and 
those who need the votes in November would not 
have profited from their cheap remembrance of 
ihe soldier boys. 
The Swains 


Aunounceme'iit of a change of veuue in 
the 


Swain divorce suit from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco recalls-personages and incidents that 
had grown dim in the public memory. Swain's 
bakery was an institution for very many years. It 
gained its initial reputation while located on Sec- 
ond street, near Stephenson, where its founder, 
R. R, Swain, laid the foundation for a prosperous 
business. 
It enjoyed a long lease of prosperity 


on'Sritter street, between Kearny street aud 
Grant avenue, both as a bakery and a genteel 
restaurant Swain's pork and beans on Sundays 
and mince pies at the Thanksgiving and holiday 
seasons were famous from one end of the city to 
the other. 
There were three Swain boys—Ed- 


win, 
Frank and Charles. Edwin's name is carved 


on the facade of the ferry building as the super 


vising architect; Charles was a comedian of rec- 
ognized ability. Both have passed over. Frank 
succeeded to the business bearing the family 
name. A year or two before the great fire it was 
moved to Post street above Grant avenue, where 
a considerable expansion was attempted. The 
fire wiped it out entirely and scattered its patrons 
so that it never did right itself, though it was re- 
established on Post street, between Van Ness 
avenue and Polk street 
It was moved down 


town to O'Farrell street, where, in the distracted 
condition of the city's early reconstruction, it 
failed to make out 
Four years ago Frank Swain 


suddenly disappeared and that furnished a news 
item. His disappearance at first was made to 
appear a mystery, but a few intimate friends 
knew that he had gone to Los Angeles, and that 
the reason was domestic discord. 
Statue to Lincoln 


It was expected that some progress would be 


made, or at least reported, at the annual banquet 
of the Lincoln Grammar School Association on 
the erection of a Lincoln monument 
The only 


one that existed on the Pacific Coast was that in 
front of the Lincoln school on Fifth street It 
was of heroic size, showing the Great Emanci- 
pator standing with hand outstretched holding 
the Emancipation Proclamation. The original of 
this statue was by a sculptor named Mezzara, 
and was first exhibited at the Mechanics' Fair in 
1S65. It was transferred to a position in front 
of the Lincoln school and unveiled April 14, 18G6. 
After standing twenty-four years the original, be- 
ing of plaster, began to show the action of the 
elements and it was taken dowu and from it was 
cast a statue in French bronze. The restoration 
was paid for by a public-spirited citizen on con- 
dition that his name should not be published. 
This statue stood for seventeen years, and went 
down in the great fire of 190G. All that was ever 
recovered of it was a finger, which has been 
fashioned into a gavel and is used at the meet- 
ings and banquets of the association. 
Mezzara 


died in Paris about the year 1886. This was the 
first statue of Lincoln erected on the Pacific 
Coast, and is said to have been the first in the 
United States. And it is a strange fact that very 
few statues of Lincoln have been erected to the 
present day. In view of the bitter controversy 
over the Barnard statue it has been thought this 
fact may be due to the figure that so ill lends 
itself to art. 
However, the Lincoln School Asso- 


ciation is striving to erect a statue in this city. 
The plan as far as it has crystallized is to place 
it in the civic center in front of the State building 
plot. The association has S10.000 on hand for 
the purpose, and a bill is now before the legis- 
lature providing for an appropriation of §10,000 
to amplify the fund. There is a sentimental de- 
sire to erect a replica of the original statue, but 
that question has not yet been decided, and it is 
known that a new design will be favored by some 
of those who have a say. 
Government Hard Up? 


I find this in a trustworthy Eastern paper: 


"There are billions of dollars of war bills unpaid. 
The government is borrowing from the banks, is 
constantly 
borrowing from them stupendous 


amounts on short time certificates.'' It is quoted 
because it bears out something that I have ruu 
into, but did not quite feel like discussing, hav- 
ing seen no previous mention of it in print The 
phase of it that I caught was that big shipbuild- 
ing concerns have had to finance themselves, be- 
cause immense sums owing them by the govern- 
ment fail to come through. One concern is un- 
derstood to have $12,000,000 due. It is perfectly 
good, of course, but not being forthcoming is in- 
conveniencing some of the big firms and making 
a situation for some of the little ones wherein a 
handsome profit is likely to be transformed into 
a red ink entry.

Singular Offense

Densmore Again

That miscarried and he fled to Washington, 
where all efforts to secure his return and clean 
up affairs were futile. 
In Washington he could 


not be of service as a solicitor for courts here, 
and so he appears to have been promoted to the 
position of director-general of the employment 
bureau. 
From that coign of vantage and that 


propinquity he was able to get presidential clem- 
ency for the convicted 
immigration 
officials. 


"Since going to Washington he has been work- 
ing in their behalf." 
California Suffers 


The failure of Congress to pass important bills 


has hit California harder than any other state. 
There are two especial measures that were very 
important to us—the oil lease bill and the naval 
bill. 
For eight years oil lands in this State 


have been tied up. 
Title supposedly had been 


acquired in the usual way, and the purchasers 
had proceeded with development 
Government 


intervened and contested the regularity of titles. 
All development came to a halt 
In many in- 


stances this caused hardship, and in all the long 
delay has been an injustice. 
Whatever the final 


decision might be, if it had been speedily come 
to it would have been better for those whose in- 
terests were involved. 
They 
were supposing 


that at last they were to get somewhere through 
the lease measure, when even that miscarried. 
The failure of the naval bill unsettles the whole 
naval proposition. 
A naval bill will have to be 


enacted by the next Congress, but that body is 
going to be of a different composition from the 
one that has just expired, and is likely to look 
upon many things from a different point of 
view. 
It was supposed the site of the new 


naval base was settled, and that expansion of 
Ihe navy was to proceed on certain lines, Now 
these things are in the air.

A four wheel liydraulic system of 


braking has been designed to eliminate 
skidding- on slippery streets, aside from 
actins as a powerful means to bring a 
motor vehicle to a Quick stop when 
traveling- fast. Tests in Chicago with a 
fJtutz" car so equipped have shown it 
possible to 'stop the car within 31 feet, 
traveling- 35 miles an hour. 


The operation is essentially the same 


as tho conventional type, the stopping 
of the car tieing directly proportional to 
Uie amount of pressure used on the ped- 
al. When installing these brakes, they 
take tiie part of the foot brake only, the 
emergency brake being loft on the car 
to Jjc able to lock tho cnr on a grade. 


The makers assert one of the most 


important features of the new braking 
s: stem is the fact that regardless of 
the adjustment of the bands, the pres- 
sure is exactly the same on each wheel 
when tho brake pedal is applied. 


The system consists of five cylinders 


with a piston inside of each, one cylin- 
der being- riveted to each of the four 
brake bands. Tho fifth cylinder, which 
is a little longer than the others, is 
bolted under the car in such n position 
that the rod which connects tln_- bnike 
pedal will operate the pi.ston of this 
fifth cylinder. 


There are four or.e-rijrhth inch steel 


pipes running from this cylinder 
to 


tho frame opposite each wheel. A flex- 
ible hose screws on to each of these 
pipe ends, the other ends of the hoses 
connecting to each of the four brake 
band cylinders. 
The pipes, hoses and 


cylinders are filled with a non-freezing 
oil, and when the foot pedal is applied 
a pressure is created in the line, mov- 
ing each of the four brake band pis- 
tons, and these arc connected in such 
a way to the bands that the bands are 
contracted on tho drums when the pres- 
sure is applied.

March 8.—Govern- 


ment officials are drawing many inter- 
esting deductions from the- automobile 
regi.stration figures of the various state, 
one of which Is that not even the great- 
cbt war in the history of the human 
race was able to put a serious checfc on 
the use of automobiles. 
For tho regis- 


tration for ISIS shows a clean-cut gain 
of 1,004,170 over the registration for 
1917 in tho countiy at large. 


The steady march of the automobile 


in popular facor is shown by the fol- 
lowing increases of registration each 
year over the previous year: 
1D14, 301,- 


536; 1313, 655,218; 131G, 1,121,104; 1917,
